FORMER OPERATIVE IN 
JUSTICE DEPARTMENT 
TELLS OF URGE BRIBE 


Washington, March 14.—The most amazing story of bribery, 
corruption and intrigue that was ever spread upon public records 
concerning: people high in government life was divulged to the 
senate committee investigating Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty today by Gaston B. Means ,a former operative of the 
department of justice whose checkered career has led him in and 
out of many spectacular cases. 
Many sensations tumbled over sensations so fast that the 
grave senators and startled spectators could hardly follow the sig­ 
nificance of Means’ lurid allegations. The high point came when he 
declared that In February’ 1922, he collected $100,000 in cash from 
a Japanese aircraft representative here and turned the money over 
to Jess W. Smith, close friend and confidant of the attorney gen­ 
eral. Smith committed suicide in Daugherty’s apartment here a 
year ago. 
The money, in new one thousand dollar bills, a full hundred of them, 
Means said, was delivered to him in the Bellevue H otel here, near the depart­ 
ment. of Justice. 
It came from the representative of the Mitsu Company, a 
Japanese concern, which was the financial backer of the Standard Aircraft 
Corporation against which corporation the government at the time had a war 
fraud suit involving several millions of dollars. 
Subsequently it developed that the government’s suit against the Stand­ 
ard Company was withdrawn at the request of the war department. 
What became of this money, who got It, and what It was for, were ques­ 
tions that Means said he could not answer. 
Ho simply said that as an agent of the department of justice, at Smith’s 
orders, he met the Japanese gentleman in the Bellevue Hotel, collected the 
cash and turned it over to Smith.

After att- the thunderous speeches in the Senate about the 
oil leases, it is now possible to hear the still, small voice of the 
Congressional Record in 1919 and 1920. 
Extracts 
published 
prove up to the hilt what had asserted before. 
The policy 
of 
leasing oil in government lands was deliberately entered upon. 
It was approved by both parties. Senator Smoot stated on Mon­ 
day that the leasing acts of February, 1920, were ‘unanimously 
agreed to by both sides of the chamber.” Neither was there any 
special debate or dispute about the amendment of June 4, 1920, 
giving authority to the Secretary of the Navy to 
extract 
oil 
from the lands held for a naval reserve. 
The need for at least 
making a beginning of getting the oil out and 
storing it was 
twofold, as was demonstrated at the time. 
Oil under 
ground 
was in no sense an emergency reserve for the navy. 
It had to 
be pumped, piped, refined and made quickly accessible in 
stor­ 
age tanks if it was to be at all in the nature of a supply in the 
event of a sudden war. Furthermore, the oil in the naval re ­ 
sources was being steadily drained by outside wells. 
It was, then, a perfectly understood plan, fully agreed up­ 
on, which the government then undertook. 
The latter 
outcry 
about a mysterious and sinister plot to 
secure the 
necessary 
legislation is purely an afterthought. 
This is 
not to 
affirm 
that the leases made with the Doheny companies in California 
or the Sinclair organization in Wyoming were drawm with the 
scrupulous care that should have been shown. 
That is a ques­ 
tion to be submitted to the courts. 
So is the question whether caring ^ ^

the leases went beyond the authority 
conferred by 
Congress, 
along with the question whether President Harding exceeded the
